United States to Resume Diplo- 
matic Relations With 
Venezuela 



SETTLEMENT WITH FRANCE 



Special Envoy Paul to Negoti- 
ate With Other European 
Countries 



Washington, Jan. 19.— W. W. Russell 
tho former United States minister to 
Venezuela, is in readiness to proceed 
to that country when information has 
been received from Special Commis- 
sioner Buchanan that he has signed a 
protocol for the settlement of the dis- 
pute between the two countries. Dip- 
lomatic relations, therefore, accord- 
ing to the programme, are to be re- 
sumed promptly and are to be coin- 
cidental With the agreement to 
adjust the claims pending on somo 
basis. 

Senor Paul's Mission 

Paris, Jan. 19. — The negotiations be- 
tween Jose Do J. Paul, the Venezuelan 
special commissioner, the French gov- 
ernment and the French cable com- 
pany, looking to a settlement of out- 
standing disputes, are upon the eve of 
successful conclusion, and Senor Paul 
left here this afternoon for Holland, 
where ho will treat with the govern- 
ment of the Netherlands to compose 
tho difficulties of that country witJn 
Venezuela. Later Senor Paul will go 
to England, Germany and Italy. 

The service of. the French Cable 
Company between La Guayra- and 
Caracas will be resumed immediately 
under the direction of M. Brun, the 
former manager of the company at 
Caracas. M .Brun was expelled from 
Venezuela by President Castro, and Is 
now at Martinique. The resumption of 
direct, cable communications is expect- 
ed to facilitate future negotiations be- 
tween the Venezuelan government and 
France, Holland and other powers. 

M, Paul will leave Paris with the as- 
suranco that the regular diplomatic re- 
lations with France may be resumed 
as soon aa the llnal settlement with 
tho cable company has been complet- 
ed. The Venezuelan envoy has attain- 
ed three months in which to complete 
tho adjustment of tho cable differ- 
ences. 



INHERI TS FO RTUNE 

Vancouver Chauffeur Receives Pro- 
perty Bequeathed to Him By 
Aunt in Kingston, Ont. 



Vancouver, Jan. 19. — Harry Hooper, 
one of the best known chauffeurs in 
the city, was notitied yesterday that 
he had become the heir to an estate in 
Kingston, Ont., valued at between 
$75,000 and $100,000. One of his aunts, 
Margaret Hendry, died seven years 
ago in Kingston, and in her will she 
bequeathed the estate to young 
Hooper. He and his mother, however, 
had left Kingston Li years previous, 
coming west, and as they left no ad- 
dress, no one knew their whereabouts. 
Harry accompanied John Hendry, the 
well known local lumberman, east last 
year, and when they were in Napanee, 
Out., In- happened to meet some old 
friends and told them he was living 
In British Columbia. Charles Hendry, 
of Kingston, ont., was notified of this 
several months afterwards, and imme- 
diately started out to truce Hooper, 
and arrived in Vancouver last Sunday.

Vancouver, Jan. W>. — Vancouver will 
be the Pacitlc coast terminus of the 
Canudian Northern railway. Messrs. 
Mackenzie and Mann have filed a routo 
map with the Railway Commission at 
Ottawa. This map fully indicates that 
they have abandoned the idea of con- 
structing a main lino in an easterly 
and westerly direction through the 
central portion of British Columbia, 
from the Yellow Head Pass at the 
slummit of the Rockies to Bella Coola, 
with a branch line running north and 
south from a point on the main line to 
this city. Instead they will build a 
main line running direct In a south- 
westerly direction from the Yellow 
Head Pass to tidewater on Burrard 
Inlet. The route, according to the map 
filed, Is by a system of waterways al- 
most a hundred miles long to the 
North Thompson river, and thence 
down that river to Its junction with 
tho South Thompson river at Kam- 
loops. Thence tin. line will follow the 
main Thompson river, taking the op- 
posite bank to that occupied by the 
Canadian Pacitlc Railway, to Its con- 
tinence with die Fraser river at Lyt- 
ton. From this last mentioned point 
the road will parallel the Canadian 
Pacific on tin: same side of the Fraser 
for a considerable distance before pro- 
ceeding to Vancouver, via the Lillooct 
and Chllcotln country. 

At the recent public hearing before 
the Railway Commission It transpired 
that the proposed railroad will be built 
under a charter secured from the Do- 
minion parliament last session for a 
subsidiary company known as the Ed-

PANTHERS SUSPECTED 

Theory Now Held to Account For Dis- 
appearance of Two Men Near 
Nanoose Bay 

Nanalmo, Jan. 19. — Tho Nanoose 
Hay mystery, in which an Indian dis- 
appeared in the woods after returning 
from a hunt about three weeks ago 
and a white man was lost In the same 
way a week following, still remains 
unsolved. 

This evening n large searching party 
returned to the city after scouring the 
woods for several days. Tho snow Was 
two feet thick In places, and they 
found no trace of the men. The theory 
that tho men met disaster by panthers 
Is gaining ground, as tlie tracks of 
three exceptionally large panthers were 
found in the locality where the men 
disappeared. One of the panthers 
must have been a very big one. The 
panthers were all travelling together, 
and their tracks wore lost.

TIE JAPANESE 



President Writes in Condem- 
nation of Proposed Laws 
in California 



EFFECTS OF AGREEMENT 



Assemblyman Johnson Says 
He Will Persist With His 
Measures 



Washington, Jan. 19. — That Presi- 
dent Roosovelt ferls sufficiently con- 
cerned about the proposed anti- 
Japanese legislation in California to 
write an important letter to Governor 
Gillette, of that state, was admitted at 
the White House today. The letter 
was mailed from tlie White House 
three or four days ago, and will bo 
received by the governor in a dny or 
two. The president strongly feels that 
the objection to Japanese Immigration 
to the United States Is fast being 
settled by the agreement in existence 
between the United States and Japan, 
under the terms. of which the president 
points out that 2,000 more Jap'.neso 
have left America in the last six 
months than have come in. The. 
president Is convinced that Japan Is 
sincere in her Intentions to greatly re- 
duce the number of her citizens in tho 
United States and territories both by 
prohibiting their coming here and by 
advising their departure when their 
employment and business interests will 
permit. Because this decrease of Ja- 
panese in the country Is clearly going 
on, as the figures show, the president 
considers it seriously unwise to at- 
tempt discriminating against these 
people. Ho has no power except his 
own moral influence to stop tills legis- 
lation, and he will not attempt to ex- 
ert any other influence. 

The President's Letter. 

President Roosevelt's letter to Gov- 
ernor Gillette, dated January 16, fol- 
lows: 

"My Dear Governor, — I am greatly 
concerned over the antl- Japanese bills 
which are apparently going through 
or are on their way through the Cali- 
fornia!! legislature. They are. In every 
sense most unfortu'nute. At last wo 
have In first class working order tho 
arrangements which, with such diffi- 
culty we succeeded In getting through 
two years ago. The Japanese gov- 
ernment are obviously acting in en- 
tire good faith. During the six months 
ending October 31 last, the total num- 
ber of Japanese who have come to tho 
United States has been 2,074, and tho 
total number who have left has been 
3,281. In other words, the whole ob- 
ject desired by those who wish to pre- 
vent the incoming of Japanese laborers 
has been achieved. 

"More Japanese are leaving tho 
country than are coming In, and by 
present Indications in a very few 
years the number of Japanese here will 
be no greater than the number of Am- 
ericans In Japan. Thus the movement 
Is normal in one case, as in the other, 
which Is just what we desire. There 
Is therefore no shadow of excuse for 
an action which will simply produce 
great irritation, and may result in up- 
setting the present agreement and 
throwing open the whole situation 
again. 

"These agitators have themselves to 
blame If trouble comes from what they 
do — if there is a fresh influx of 
Japanese. They hamper tlie national' 
government in what it has now so ef- 
ficiently accomplished, the agreement 
by peaceful means, and through tho 
friendly initiative of the Japanese 
government, to keep Japanese Immi- 
gration out of tlie United States save 
as Americans themselves visit Japan 
Is it not possible to get the legislature 
to realize the unwisdom from tin, 
standpoint of the country at large and 
above all from the standpoint of Cali- 
fornia, of what Is being done? 

"Sincerely yours, Theodore Roose- 
velt." 

Mr. Johnson Will Persist. 

Sacramento, Cal.. Jan. 19. — While 
the governor declines to express an 
opinion on the merits of the Drew bill, 
prohibiting aliens holding land In Cali- 
fornia, it is said on good authority 
that he will veto the measure If It 
comes to him for signature. Speaker 
Stanton also believes that the Drew 
bill Is on dangerous ground. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's message to the gov- 
ernor was not unexpected, but Gov- 
ernor Gillette did not answer until 
yesterday. He consulted with Lieut. - 
Governor Porter and leaders In both 
branches before telegraphing the 
president that the bills will be held 
up until further information could 
reach here from Washington. 

Grove L. Johnson, author of tlie 
three anti-Japanese bills that will be 
bitterly opposed by tlie federal govern- 
ment, declares he will pay no atten- 
tion to the president's request for de- 
lay. 

He said today: "It will be remem- 
bered that two years ago during the 
controversy over Japanese school 
questions In San Francisco, the presi- 
dent sent a frantic message to the 
governor requesting the killing of the 
hill which provided for the segregation 
of Japanese with Mongolians. 

"I consented at the time, to see if 
the federal authorities would remedy 
matters. They have not. The pooplo 
have not. Tho people of California are 
still afflicted. 

"I, for one, shall not give up the 
fight, no matter how many messages 
tho president sends. As a member of 
the legislature, I am going to do all 
In my power to enact these laws giving 
tlie people the relief they have tlie 
right to expect." 

One of Johnson's bills, prohibiting 
aliens being directors In corporations, 
has been favorably reported upon and 
made a special order of business for 
tomorrow. Tho others, providing for 
the segregation of all Japanese and 
preventing Japanese from attending 
the luihric schools for white children, 



are before the assembly committee on 
municipal corporations, and a day for 
hearing arguments for and against 
them will be set this. week. 

Japan Watches. 
Washington, Jan. 19. — Although de- 
nials were made at the State Depart- 
ment and the Japanese embassy that 
any formal protest had been made to 
the United States government against 
the proposed antl- Japanese legisla- 
tion in California, yet it is realized 
that the question is causing consid- 
erable conversation both in this coun- 
try and in Japan, as Is evidenced by 
despatch sent by President Roosevelt 
to Governor Gillette, of California on 
the subject, and tho editorials in Jap- 
anese newspapers. The Japanese em- 
bassy Is watching the progress of 
the, legislation in California with great 
Interest. 

Governor's Statement. 

Sacramento, Jan. 19. — According to a 
statement made tonight, by Governor 
Gillette, there will he no legislation 
against the Japanese at this session 
of the legislature. The governor au- 
thorized tlie following: "Conferring 
with the leading members of this 
branch of the legislature I am convinc- 
ed that no legislation directed against 
the Japanese will be enacted. I am 
satisfied that the people of California, 
and particularly tlie members of our 
legislature, appreciate the efforts being 
made by the federal government and 
the representatives of Japan to stop 
the emigration to this country of. Jap- 
anese laborers, skilled and unskilled. 
There can he no doubt that the gov- 
ernment of Japan is acting in a very 
good faith In its endeavor to prevent 
Its people emigration to our country. 
In my judgment it would be a ser- 
ious mistake while they are so doing 
to enact any laws directed against the 
Japanese people. This question is 
one In which the federal government is 
particularly Interested, and its wishes 
Should be carefully considered, and 
will be, I am sure, by the people of this 
state.

IN HOPE DISTRICT 



Development of Claims Ex- 
pected to Show Remark- 
able Values 



Vancouver, Jan. 19. — William M. 
Williams, familiarly known among the 
miners as "Black Billy," one of tho 
pioneer gold-seekers of British Colum- 
bia, claims to have discovered lode 
veins of platinum oro and gold-bearing 
fissure veins of quartz rock in his 
property in the Tongue group of claims 
some thirty miles south of Hope, which 
when developed will startle the world. 

The mineral claims which were dis- 
covered by "Captain" William Teague, 
for twenty-eight years government 
agent at Yale, and his partner Wil- 
liams, are situated on Ladner creek, 
about a mile up-stream from the 
Hope-Nicola trail, and about half a 
mile from the railway survey line from 
the Simllkameon to the city of Van- 
couver. Ladner creek flows in an 
easterly direction through the claims 
and empties into the Soquahalla, a 
river about a mile distant from the 
Teague group, the junction being ef- 
fected at an elevation of about one 
thousand feet above sea level. 

Tho geological formation of those 
claims is of the paleozoic period, and 
the rock deposit is of carboniferous 
slate, of which there is said to be only 
some eight miles of surface rock In 
British Columbia. 

When Teague and Williams first 
went into this district in l'JOC, they 
panned for gold in the alluvial gravels 
of 'Ladner creek, and out of seven 
sample pans of gravel colors of gold 
were obtained in every one. A short 
time ago the two men struck a fissure 
vein which they report upon as fol- 
lows: 

"The vein is a true fissure four feet 
In width, and well delined, with a 
Strike to the southeast and northwest 
and a dip of (10 degrees south, and 
can lie distinctly seen cropping out at 
tin' surface a distance of two hundred 
feet or more when the veins at both 
ends of the strike are lost to view In 
the stream, to which it runs, roughly, 
parallel." 

The men say that they have exca- 
vated to a. very small d"pth on the 
vein, but that the little work which 
they have done points to enormous 
surface values, not t'> speak of what 
awaits discovery when the- vein is 
more fully developed. 

"The two -,Miiis of the fissure," de- 
clares Mr. Teague. |"are perfect. The I 
footwall is of slate, and the hanging! 
wall Is fringed with about twelve ! 
Inches of elvan porphyry lying between 
the vein matter and the end of tin- | 
slate formation, which seems to de- | 
monstrate the permanency of tho high 
grade gold and silver ores." 

Mr. Williams says that some time 
ago he came upon a platinum strike 
along tin' shore of the part of Ladner 
creek which runs through his property. 
He says that there was an outcrop as 
big as a man's head, and exhibited a 
small piece of Blatc, which he said was 
shown by an assay made at Victoria 
to carry $53 worth of platinum, 

There are a lot of other good things 
which Mr. Williams claims to have 
discovered In the Teague group of 
mines, but hi: was unwilling to discuss 
these, merely remarking "chat thero'd 
be something doing before the year 
was out." 

"Billy" Williams has been In Brit- 
ish Columbia since IS'18. Ho came 
here from the diggings in Australia. 



Presence of Secret Service 
Men Gives Rise to Many 
Conjectures 



New York, Jan. 19. — The veil over 
the mystery which for the past few 
days has enveloped the secret exam- 
ination before the federal grand jury 
here of newspaper men and others 
believed to have knowledge regarding 
tlie publication of alleged libellous 
matter concerning the purchase by the 
United States of the Panama, canal 
company, would seem to have been 
lifted tonight by the issuances of a 
subpoena, in which for the first timq 
tho names of both the complainant 
and defendant are made public. 

This indictment, made out against 
"John Doe," was served upon Wm. J. 
Demsey, head of the mailing depart- 
ment of the New York World, and 
commanded his presence before tho 
federal grand jury to testlfiy In tho 
matter of the U.S. against the Press 
Publishing company, which company 
publishes the World. It Is generally 
believed that the action of the federal 
authorities in thus coming in the open 
as the complainant against the World 
will result in tlie abandonment of tho 
proceedings begun against J. Angus 
Shaw, Secretary of the Press Pub- 
lishing company, and in other em- 
ployees of the World, having the sub- 
poenaes served upon them quashed, 
on the ground that the omission of 
the names of the complainant and 
defendant rendered them invalid, and 
tho issue of new suhpoenaes naming 
the complainant and the accused. 

Argument on the validity of tho 
orginial subpoenas was .o have been 
heard by Judge Ward in the United 
States circuit court this afternoon, but 
was adjourned by mutual consent. Al- 
though the witness examined today 
was an employee of a news associa- 
tion, he was said to have furnished 
the data upon which the alleged libel- 
ous articles subsequently published by 
the World were based. 

The presence outside the grand jury 
room of two secret service men from 
Washington, with a mass of docu- 
ments and a number of account books, 
gave rise to all sorts of rumors, ono 
of which had to do with the possible 
bringing by the government of an ac- 
tion for criminal conspiracy. Mr. 
Engleman was closely questioned by 
Mr. Stimson and a special deputy at- 
torney general from Washington, but 
what disclosures were made was not 
made public The examination of 
Mr. Engleman had not been completed 
when the grand jury adjourned for 
the day. 

MR. SLO AN TO RETIRE 

Ottawa Report States That He Has 
Consented to Give Up Seat to 
Mr. Torrrpleman 



Ottawa, Jan. 19— William Sloan, 
M.P., arrived here yesterday. While 
declining to discuss the political situ- 
ation, it is quite understood that ho 
has secured the consent of his con- 
stituents to retire In favor of Mr. Tem- 
pleman.

"Wo. at the presont juncture arc ar- 
ranging with the governments of tho 
provinces of Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta," remarked Mr. D'Arcy Tate, the 
legal representative of tho Grand 
Trunk Pncillc company, at the Em- 
press last evening, "for the construc- 
tion Of certain very useful branch 
Hues within the boundaries of those 
two provinces, during the coming Boa- 
i son, and government measures will be 
1 submitted In due course In each House 
with the view of assisting us to carry 
out these Important and greatly neod- 
I ed undertakings. Indeed, as a matter 
of fact, I see In today's paper that the 
bill to this end was brought down In 
the Saskatchewan local legislature yes- 
terday, and that It is proposed to 
guarantee our bonds to the extent of 
$111,000 per mile, 
i "We have three or four branch lines 
j In Immediate prospect. (1) from tho 
1 main line of the G. T. P. to Yorkton, 
(2) from the mala line to Prince Al- 
bert and (3) from the main line to 
Hattleford, (-1) from the main lino to 
Brandon and (;">) a short line from 
Brandon to Keglnu, the capital of the 
1 1 province of Saskatchewan, which will 
J ; in point of fart parallel the t '. P. ft. 
and run at an average distance from 
it of some twenty or thirty miles. 
While these various branch lines will 
extend ever several hundred miles. I 
do not think that the total flgurrs will 
be quite as much as 700 miles, as has 
been mentioned In one of the news- 
pnperj. 

"In addition, moreover, to all this 
I have just completed very satisfac- 
tory arrangements with the govern- 
ment of Alberta from Wainwrlght 
upon tho main line of the O. T. P. and 
Coutts upon the American boundary, 
running In a very broadened V-shapo 
via the ambitious and rapidly growing 
city of Calgary, by which route we 
will connect with the Great Northern 
line, from whom we expect to decuro 
a very considerable quantity of 
freight. I have further arranged for 
the building of a new branch line In 
the province of Alberta which will run 
from a suitable point upon this 
Wnlnwrlght-Coutts line between Cal- 
gary and Coutts and extend to Mc- 
Leod, Plncher Creek and the western 
boundary of this province, a distance 
of 100 miles, and giving us a very 
convenient as well ;is very useful con 
nectlon with the great British Colum- 
bia coal holds In the Crow's Nest 
Pass district. , 

Applied For Charter 
"I have already applied to the Al- 
berta local legislature for a charter to 
enable us to construct this line, and 
when this has been granted I will 
make application to the Dominion par- 
liament for the ratification of tho 
amalgamation of this branch line with 
the G. T. P. transcontinental system. 
As the other branch linca which I 
have Just instanced, mea-sure 350 miles 
In length this makes a distance of 450 
miles of railway In the province of 
Alberta, and of considerably over 1,000 
miles in the two great provinces of 
Alberta and Saskatchewan, upon which 
we propose to begin construction dur- 
ing the season of 1909, and to press 
forward vigorously to completion, 
while we expect to have 100 miles com- 
pleted, properly equipped and In full 
running order during the present year. 

"Tho construction of our branch 
lines has, of very necessity, remained 
In abeyance, pending tho completion 
of that great undertaking, the build- 
ing and the equipment of that portion 
of our main line which stretches be- 
tween tho two notable cities of Ed- 
monton and Port William, which por- 
tion of our transcontinental line will 
be in full operation late tills summer 
and In ample time to carry its fair 
share of this year's crop. We are at 
the moment, In order to enable this 
to be done, depending upon tho com- 
pletion of the link on tho government 
road between Winnipeg and the 
Junction. This link we, however, con- 
fidently expect will be finished by 
September next, and we will then bo 
In a position to carry our plans to a 
successful conclusion. 
] "At the present time we have two 
I portions of our Edmonton-Fort Wil- 
| Hum line in active and prosperous 
I operation, the 183 miles which lie be- 
' tween West Fort and Lake Superior 
Junction, and the G70 miles which ex- 
; tend from Winnipeg to Wainwrlght, 
■ and making In all S5.1 miles of splen- 
j did highway. These 853 miles of our 
1 road are now being operated under 
! the management of our construction 
I department, and we will t .' In Edmon- 
ton in June next. 

Wolfe Creek has In itself a certain 
importance, In being the dividing line 
between the mountain and the prairie 
sections of our transcontinental line, 
and quite recently the contract for 
the 120-mile section westward of 
Wolfe Creek was awarded; while we 
expect to let the 120-mile eastward 
section within the next few weeks. 
The rails upon the 100 miles extending 
from Prince Rupert eastward, which 
are now being graded, should be laid 
before the month of September next 
arrives, which will enable us to haul 
construction material over it during 
the present year. 

The distance from Wolfe Creek to 
Prince Rupert Is 840 miles. 

To Look After Legislation. 
"1 am here," continued Mr. Tate, "to 
superintend as far as this lies within 
my province, the enactment of certain 
legislation, which is necessary for our 
purposes In this province during 1909, 
•and which Will require upon the part 
of the government the submission to 
the local legislature of a measure re- 
lating to the construction of the Pael- 
flc Northern and Omineca line, and 
connecting with our main line. This 
line Is under construction from 
Kltimat to Kltsalas canyon, and 
when this line has been construct- 
ed we will be in the happy possession 
of a short line which will be Intended 
purely for passenger service, and will 
extend from the cajiyon mentioned to 
the mouth of the Bulkloy and Telqua. 
For Its grade will not bo quite low 
enough for our heavy freight traffic, 
as it w 111 have a grade of one per cent. 

"It is perfectly true that some heavy 
rock work will be encountered upon 
! tlic main line in the neighborhood of 
Tele Jaune Cache, but this will not 
ut nil prevent us securing our extreme- 
ly low and wonderfully favorable 
grades of 1-10 of one per cent., or 21 
feet to the mile, as against eastbnund 
traffic, 'and C-10 of one per cent., or 
20 feet to the mile, as against west- 
bound traffic, with the slight and very 
minor exception of a grade of one pe."

A Critic's Views. 

.Sir — I see In your Issue of January 
1C tile following paragraphs appear: 

(1) "It would be Interesting to know 
the process by which unyone In Victoria 
was able to convince himself that the 
sewerage system ought not to be com- 
pleted, and that sufficient school ac- 
commodation ougiit not to be pro- 
vided." 

(2) "Five hundred unemployed work- 
men have taken possession of the hunt- 
ing grounds of tho Marquis of Bute 
near Cardiff, and have begun to get 
ready to put in crops. They have 
armed themselves and say that they will 
resist any attempt to remove them. 
We are told that 'The Earth Is tho 
Lord's' but tho noble Duke thinks oth- 
erwise, for ho is issuing out warrants. 
There Is something wrong here. No 
man should bo allowed to keep for 
pleasure land which the people need for 
their sustenance." 

With regard to No. 1, so far as it 
alludes to the sewerage system. I Join 
In your expression of interest. As to 
tho opposition to the school by-law, I 
cannot speak for others. For myself, 
1 have for some lime opposed all school 
money grants, and shall continue to do 
so until, what I consider as, the fla- 
grant abuses connected with tho school 
system in Victoria, especially In the 
case of the high school, are discontin- 
ued. 

As to paragraph No. 2: The ques- 
tion of game preserves and small occu- 
piers Is a difficult and intricate one. 
It seems to me to be so much affected 
by circumstances that no general rule 
can be laid down, and that, in most in- 
stances, each case lias to be considered 
individually. 

The way in which you treat the case 
in point certainly surprises me. What 
has been the course taken jy the ag- 
gressors, because they desire to possess 
the property, which they choose to think 
is being wrongly used by its legal own- 
er, they proceeil to take armed pos- 
session of it afid use it for their own 
purposes. The, logical deduction to he 
drawn from your comments upon this 
ease, of which you can know nothing 
more than the ex parte information ac- 
quired from' a newspaper paragraph, Is 
that you approve of the course taken by 
the aggressors, and condemn the con- 
duct of the Marquis of Bute in ventur- 
ing to defend his legal rights.

Tlie grain export season on the 
coast is practically ended and littlo 
more chartering is expected until next 
season says the San Francisco Com- 
mercial. It is reported that vessels 
have been offering at 15s for northern 
loading, without takers. The last grain 
vessel of the California fleet has sail- 
ed and the northern fleet is nearly 
cleaned out. British Columbia has 
opened up a Held In wheat exportations 
to Mexico which bids fair to be a 
profitable territory, and our merchants 
have been looking over the possibili- 
ties of the trade, with the result that 
a large steamer cargo tins been sold 
to Manzanillo; it will he loaded at 
Portland. The sailing ship owners' 
minimum rate will be Into effect again 
on May 1 unless steps are taken mean- 
time to abolish It permanently.

Once again the city electrician has 
brought to tho attention of tho coun- 
cil tho necessity of an enlarged plant 
if tin; growing demands made upon 
the present lighting system are to bo 
adequately met. In Ills annual report 
submitted to the council a lew days 
ago Mr. Hutchinson points out tho 
Imperative necessity of an increase 
if the service is to be made commen- 
surate to the needs of the city. Ho 
suggests that the capacity of the plant 
be increased so that It can supply at 
least 500 extra lampjs and other im- 
provements made to increase the ef- 
ficiency of the service. The report is 
as follows: 

Gentlemen, — I have; the honor to 
submit my annual report having re- 
ference to the operations of the street 
lighting system and making sugges- 
tions for the further extension and 
Improvement of same. 

During the past year the plant at 
tho lighting station has' operated 
throughout without interruption of any 
kind and is at present In good opera- 
tive condition generally, the following 
Is a brief description of tile plant at 
present in use together with a state- 
ment as to condition of the same: 

Boiler plant consists of four return 
tubular boilers of so horse power 
each, the working pressure allowed 
under government inspection being !)5 
pounds per square inch; these boilers 
are mounted in brick settings which, 
during the past summer, were thor- 
oughly overhauled, the entire equip- 
ment Is in thoroughly good condition, 
taking Into consideration the fact that 
this plant has been In service since 
1S05. Tile allowable working pressure 
is too low for the type of plant oper- 
ated in connection with same, and 
hampers operation to a certain extent. 

Feed water heating- system, Installed 
in 1006, is in first class condition, the 
average temperature of feed water 
entering hollers is 20S degrees Fah- 
renheit. The installation of this 
equipment has been of great service 
In enabling steady and ample steam to 
be generated using low grade fuel. 
A Weak Point. 

The engine upon which the operation 
Of the entire service is dependent Was 
Installed In 1S!)5 and has undoubtedly 
given good service, its rated capacity 
is 300 horse power. Engine is In good 
working condition at present and may 
reasonably be expected to render good 
service for many years to come, par- 
ticularly so, if In making extension to 
plant, arrangements be made whereby 
a more frequent overhaul can he 
made as under present conditions sus- 
pension of operation Is essential, which 
Is more or less objectionable. The en- 
tire system being dependent on one 
engine unit for power, supply Is a weak 
point in the present equipment nnd 
should in my opinion be remedied as 
early as possible. 

Dynamo plant in regular service con- 
sists of three direct current generators 
of. 60 lights capacity each and one 
alternating current generator having 
capacity to operate 20U lamps of tho 
enclosed type. The latter is of modern 
type and was Installed In 1006. At 
tho time of Installation 150 new type 
lamps were put In service. During the 
past year the spare capacity In gen- 
erator was taken advantage of and 
50 new type lamps were placed in 
Spring Ridge district replacing lamps 
of old style. The following indicates 
the capacity and number of lamps 
connected to each dynamo in regular 
service: 

No. 1 dynamo, capacity 60 lights; 
lamps connected, 59. 

No. -J. dynamo, capacity 60 lights; 
lamps connected, 55. 

No. 'i dynamo, capacity 60 lights- 
lamps connected 57. 

No. -1 dynamo, capacity 100 lights; 
(spare dynamo). 

Alternating current dynamo, 200. 

Total lamps In use, 363. 

Almost Full Capacity. 

Prom the above it will he clear that 
generators are In each case carrying 
a fairly full load, and that no exten- 
sions of any magnitude can be under- 
taken, unless generator capacity Is 
Increased. It will also be noticed that 
although the alternating current gen- 
erator is carrying 50 per cent, of the 
entire number of lamps there is no 
spare to take place- id' same In ease 
of necessity. 

Circuits— The city Is at present di- 
vided into eight separate lighting dis- 
tricts to each of which lines are run 
direct from the lighting station the 
total length of wire in use being ap- 
proximately 100 miles. These lines 
will require a general overhaul dur- 
ing the next summer In order to im- 
prove the Insulation and secure better 
clearance from other wires in tin; 
vicinity of same. Considerable work 
was done during the past year in the 
way of moving poles to new locations, 
this being necessary as a result of the 
laying of permanent sidewalks and 
other street Improvement work. 

Extension of system — In my annual 
report of 1007 I mado reference to the 
fact that the present equipment was 
Inadequate to meet the demand for ad- 
ditional street lights since that time 
the mileage of streets has been In- 
creased as a result of new sections 
being opened. 

In order to meet the demands it is 
essential that the capacity of the plant 
be considerably increased and I re- 
spectfully recommend (hat this mat- 
ter be given early consideration, during 
the past year numerous petitions for 
street lamps were received, unfortun- 
ately, however, the requests of the 
petitioners could not be granted ow- 
ing to the lack of capacity in plant. 
Satisfactory Lamps 

Re, lamps of long burning type — 
These have given satisfactory service 
and proved to he economical In the 
matter of attendance, there is however 
a difficulty or defect arising out of 
the long burning feature, that is, the 
possibility of lamps remaining out of 
action for several nights In succes- 
sion unless same Is reported and In 
this mutter residents can do a good 
service by reporting by telephone to 
the lighting station the failure of any 
lamp so that Immediate attention can I 
be given. Under no circumstances 
should any person attempt to start 
lamps by handling the suspension cable 
as the practice Is a highly dangerous 
one. 

In conclusion I would respectfully 
recommend the following matters to 
the Incoming council for considera- 
tion: 

1. That the capacity of tho plant 
bo ir/crcasetl by the addition of equip- 
ment having capacity for at least 500 
lights. 

2. That In the event of the above 
Improvement!, being carried out, that 
tho question of change to the light 
o very flight system bo considered.

WILL BE ESTABLISHED 

Syndicate Purchases Twenty- 
Five Acres on Esquimalt 
Harbor 



The expenditure of upwards of half 
a million dollars will be necessary be- 
fore a lumber mill which a wealthy 
syndicate has decided to establish on 
Esquimalt harbor is in active oper- 
ation. While the name of the com- 
pany that has purchased twenty-live 
acres of land fronting on Thetis cove 
has not yet been divulged by those 
who are acting In their behalf no so- 
cret Is made of tho fact, that they havo 
procured the property at a figure ap- 
proximating $300,000 nor has any 
hesitancy been evinced In corroborat- 
ing the reports in circulation In respect 
to their Intentions. it Is believed to 
be allied with the scheme to build a 
railway from the straits to Barkley 
sound. 

It is proposed to construct on the 
site Indicated a number of large build- 
ings and to install under their cover 
a milling plant having as great a ca- 
pacity us any In the west, being com- 
plete and modern In every detail, and 
costing about $1100,000. The Import- 
ance of the proposed industry may bo 
better guaged when It is explained 
that the promoters arc of, tho opinion 
that a staff of three hundred men will 
be afforded employment. Just when 
the work of construction will com- 
mence and other details of a like char- 
acter are not available and will nol 
be made public until the company 
concerned has completed negotiations 
for other holdings. When all prelimin- 
ary business has been closed local 
agents assert that the personnel of 
those concerned and full particulars of 
what they are undertaking will be 
submitted for publication. 

In selecting Esquimalt harbor as the 
site for this huge manufacturing con- 
cern the company, it is stated, have 
been Influenced by the same reasoning 
that has resulted In the recent loca- 
tion id' several business houses along 
the line of the E. & N. railway. They 
will have direct connection with the 
road, thus being able to ship with fa- 
cility to any point or, the continent. 
Another and most Important point in 
favor of the property purchased is 
that it fronts on deep water. Thus 
the mill, after the expenditure of a 
comparatively small sum on a wharf, 
will be easily accessible by water, it 
will be possible to bring logs from 
west coast, or from whatever point 
they are secured, without difficulty nnd 
steamers or sailing vessels will be able 
to load, direct from the factory, with- 
out inconvenience.

REVOLVER FBSILADE 

ATJESQLIMALT 

Robbery and Aggravated As- 
sault by Early Morning Vis- 
itors on Ship Halewood 



The British ship Halewood, one of 
the disengaged ileet lying at anchor in 
Esquimalt harbor, was the scene of an 
aggravated assault, robbery and fusl- 
lade of riile and revolver shots at an 
early hour yesterday morning. O. 
Silver, a discharged seaman and an 
unknown companion, both of whom 
are still at large, stole a shore boat 
from J. Day's boat landing and after 
frightening the watchman, went on 
board the vessel. They robbed the 
mate, William MeGowan, beat him 
severely about the head and fuce while 
he lay In his bunk. Capt. Brew, who 
ran to the scene when attracted by 
the noise, had a revolver — stolen from 
the mate — poked In his face, and was 
told to "clear out or we'll llx you too." 
He ran to his cabin to get a Winches- 
ter, meanwhile the two men frightened 
an apprentice with a revolver into 
bringing the ship's gig alongside and 
they made their escape In that, firing 
a fusllade of revolver shots at the 
vessel as they rowed off In the night 
while Capt. Brew discharged his Win- 
chester several times to attract tie' 
attention of H.M.S. Egeria, on which 
the Injured mate was taken to have 
his wounds dressed. He is doing well. 
The provincial police arc seeking to 
effect the capture of the two. 

The discharged seaman was con- 
sidered "a bad lot" on hoard the Hale- 
wood. He made some troul le in the 
foc'sle a short time ago, being Involved 
In a cutting scrape, and a few days 
ago Capt. Brew paid him off. He Is a 
Norwegian, and was shipped at Neu - 
castle on the Halewood. 

The discharged sailor felt consider- 
able ill-feeling against .Mate .MeGowan, 
and Is believed to have: spent the 
previous evening drinking uptown, 
telling some of those with whom he 
was in company what lie intended to 
do to that mate If ever he got his 
hands on him. He fell In with a com- 
panion, name unknown, and the two 
decided to go on board "and lix that 
mate." A boat was found lying at the 
landing near Mr. Day's boathouse, and 
with this they went off to the ship 
and clambored on board. The watch- 
man was threatened with many dire 
things if he raised the alarm. He did 
not do so. The two made fast their 
boat and proceeded to the mate's 
cabin. He was asleep when they en- 
tered tho place and they robbed him of 
his gold watch, his Panama hat — which 
was not in use — his revolver and a 
few other things. Then, taking a be- 
laying pin they cracked the sleeping 
mate across the head. He awoke to 
find one of the two men holding him 
down In his bunk and raining blows 
about his head and face with a belay- 
ing pin. His hair was matted with 
blood and his nose, eyes and ears 
showed marks of the brutal attack. 

Capt. Brew was alarmed by the 
sound of the scuffle which ensued, 
and when he run into the mate's room 
he had % revolver poked into his face 
by one of the two men, while the other 
was beating the mate. With the shin- 
ing barrel of the weapon fronting him, 
Capt. Brew was told that he had bet- 
ter get out or "we'll fix you too." The 
revolver was a good persuader and he 
got out, running to his cabin for a 
Winchester. 

The two men then fled. They 
frightened one of the apprentices by 
displaying a revolver and asked him to 
get the ship's gig alongside. Frightened 
by the men he did so and the two es- 
caped In it, leaving the boat In which 
they went off to the vessel tied along- 
side. 

On coming ashore in the morning 
Capt. Brew notified the provincial po- 
lice and Constables Conway and Car- 
tor are searching for the assailants of 
the mate and the looters of his cabin. 



SCHOOL DEPUTATIONS 
VISIT THE Mi 

Dissatisfaction is Expressed at 
the Present Method of 
Finance 



The Hon. Dr. Young had two depu- 
tations to see him yesterday regarding 
school matters and between the two 
they took up a large portion id' the 
day. In the morning a deputation 
consisting of Messrs. Peebles, of New 
Westminster; Argue and Hope, of 
Vancouver, and George Jay and 10. 13. 
Paul, of Victoria, waited on the minis- 
ter in regard to various matters af- 
fecting the schools. 

The chief points raised by this de- 
putation were the question of cadet 
corps, in which government support 
was wanted, and the question of fin- 
ance. The dctputatlon wanted the 
school act amended so that they would 
have power to deal with any surplus 
money remaining. Under the present 
arrangement if tin' money borrowed 
for a. certain purpose exceeds the 
amount actually spent the unused 
balance has to remain in the hank 
until Hie life of the bylaw, usually 
forty years, has expired. This, it is 
contended, is waste or money and does 
not tend to economical administra- 
tion. Mr. Peebles gave un instance in 
New Westminster where tho amount 
borrowed to build a school was not all 
expended. Then' is a balance of 
$2,500, which must remain In the hank 
untouched for forty years. It is to 
meet such cases as this that the alter- 
ation In the law Is asked for. 

The second deputation was the 
committee appointed oy the conven- 
tion of school trustees which met In 
Revelstoke In November to Interview 
the government and present a number 
of resolutions passed by the conven- 
tion. These were rather voluminous, 
but perhaps the most important was 
the one regarding finances. It appears 
thai tho boards of school trustees 
throughout the province feel that they 
ure frequently hampered by the city 
councils on the money question. In 
theory they vote the money and the 
city collects it, but In practice they 
assert that they frequently get tin: 
short end of the deal. 

To remedy this the trustees want 
legislation which will make thoni com- 
plete masters In their own house. They 
want not only to fix tho rate, but to 
levy and collect it themselves, and 
generally manage their own finances. 
The objection urged against this is 
that It will result In a duplication or 
existing machinery and to that extent 
bo an extra burden on the rates. Tho 
matter was taken under advisement by 
Dr. Young.

They 
have only served out of a desire lo 
promote the welfare of the' city, and 
while they are willing to continue it, 
we are very sure that if any way can 
be suggested whereby the organiza- 
tion can lie made more representative 
they would be the first to welcome it. 

A larger fund ought to be raised for 
advertising purposes this year than has 
ever been raised in this city. Any 
municipal grant that may be made 
ought to be supplemented by private 
subscriptions.

By the 
terms of the British North America 
Act education comes within the classes 
of subjects vested in the provincial 
legislatures. This would not, we sup- 
pose-, prevent the appointment of the 
suggested commission, and we would 
be very glad indeed if tlie government 
could see its way clear to direct tli 
investigation asked for.

SUGGESTED LEGISLATION. 

The Dominion Trades and Labor 
Congress has asked the Dominion 
Government for certain legislation. 
The list of proposed measures is not 
very long. In the first place the gov- 
ernment is asked to establish a depart- 
ment of Labor under a Minister of 
Labor. It is understood that the 
ministry has already determined upon 
this course and that Mr. .Mackenzie 
King has been selected for tho new 
oftlce. Sueli a step would only be nn 
enlargement of the present arrange- 
ment and the general opinion of the 
public seems to be favorable to It. 
Just what particular line of work 
would come- within the function of 
the enlarged Department of Labor, we 
do not know; but as the Congress is 
■of tlie opinion that the department as 
as at present constituted, lias done ex- 
cellent service, it may be assumed that 
if a suitable man were given this line 
of activity as a special department of 
the public service, even better results 
might be looked for. 

Provision for the inspection of all 
gear used for handling cargoes at 
Canadian ports. This seems like a 
very sensible request. The handling 
of cargoes is necessarily attended with 
more or less risk, and the government 
ought to have no hesitation about tak- 
ing such precautions as will reduce 
this risk to a minimum. Possibly a 
question may arise as to the Juris- 
diction of Parliament over this sub- 
ject, in which case it would have to 
be dealt with by tlie provincial leg- 
islatures. 

The abolition of t lit- $200 deposit 
by candidates at elections is not a 
serious matter one way or tl-.e other. 
The object of requiring it was to pre- 
vent what might be called frivolous 
nominations. Each additional candi- 
date makes an election a little more 
expensive. We do not suppose that 
any person, with tlie ghost of n chance 
of being elected, was ever kept out 
of tlie field by the necessity of making 
a deposit. We have no particular- 
feeling mi the subject, one way or the 
other, but as the deposit is in the 
nature of an interference with the 
liberty of citizens, it ought on principle 
not to be Insisted upon. The Congress 
asks that election da> shall be made 
a public holiday. We are not much 
Impressed with tie- force of this re- 
quest, i >f course. If it can lie sJiown 
Hint under present conditions, voters 
are debarred from exercising the fran- 
chise, there would be a good argu- 
ment for a change, but as at present 
advised we are not Inclined to think 
this is the case. However, we have an 
open mind on the subject. 

The Congress asks foi 
enforcement of Hie 
schedule, ami that employ, 
be permitted to contract 
outside of schedule rates 
propriety of the "fair-wag 
is admitted, (lie above requests are 
only reasonable, A law that is not 
enforced is worse than no law; and 
if men can contract themselves out 
of it, tile very purpose of the law will 
be frustrated. 

An increase in the salaries of letter 
carriers is asked. This is a matter 
upon which the Colonist lias always 
spoken very freely. It believes the 
letter carriers are underpaid. Can- 
ada ought not to ask any man to work 
for less than a decent living wage. 

Assistance to immigration Is pro- 
tested against. On the general pro- 
position we are opposed to assisted 
immigration, but wo hesitate before 
condemning It altogether, it would 
bo wiser, wo think, to deal with 
every suggestion in respect to im- 
migration as it arises, and not to lay 
down any hnrd and last rule. 1 Cer- 
tainly to our way of thinking, the 



Tlie Hoards of Trade of Eastern 
British Columbia are united in at 
issoeiatiou. which meets annually. Thi 
next meeting will be on the 27th Inst 
These conventions are very useful. 
They are made up of the presidents 
of the several boards and two other 
representatives. Tlie boards send in 
resolutions upon which they Invite an 
expression of opinion. Among the 
matters to be considered at the forth- 
coming convention are the following: 
Alleged unjust discrimination by the 
Great Northern against points on the 
V. V. and E. railwav and in favor of 
points in tile State of Washington. 

Tlie proper representation of provin- 
cial resources at the Alaska- Yukon - 
Pacific Exposition, and tlie provision 
of abundant literature, with a compet- 
ent representative to answer all proper 
inquiries. 

A re-arrangement of the duty on 
spelter; 

The reservation of 5,000 acres on the 
pass between Hamill and Toby and 
the construction of a first class trail 
this year from Argenta to the wagon 
road on Toby Creek; 

The preservation "in their natural 
grandeur" of places suitable for tour- 
ist resorts, and the granting of leases 
to persons who will provide accommo- 
dation at such resorts, witli liberal 
appropriations by the government for 
tourist roads; 

Tlie reciprocal abolition by the 
United States and Canada of tho 
duties on coal; 

The establishment of additional ex- 
perimental farms in British Columbia, 
and the prompt publication of official 
data: 

The resumption of traffic on tho 
Kaslo and Slocan railway; 

Public ownership of telephones; 

A change in tile law making mineral 
claims expire at noon instead of at 
midnight ; 

Tlie enlargement of the Welland 
canal ; 

A reduction of freight rates on 
fruit; 

The adoption of a systematic plan of 
constructing highways, so as lo use- 
existing roads to the best advantage 
and connecting newly opened areas 
witli the centres of population. 

This is certainly a very interesting- 
programme, and it is valuable because 
it shows some of the matters which 
are engaging the very serious con- 
sideration of tlie business men In the 
eastern part of the province. A con- 
vention called to consider matters of 
this kind ought to be very useful. 



NEW BRITISH COLUMBIA. 

The Colonist is always glad to learn 
anything relating to tlie potential de- 
velopment of British Columbia. Hence 
it lias read with great interest some 
statements made by Mr. A. J. Park to 
the Ashcroft Journal respecting what 
It calls the "Wonderland" of tlie great 
northern interior. After speaking of 
the attractiveness of the country from 
the standpoint of tlie sportmsan, Mr. 
Park goes on to tell of its agricultural 
capabilities. We quote what lie says 
of the Nechaco Valley, a region which 
for many years the Colonist has claim- 
ed was one of great promise: 

According to the surveys the Necha- 
co valley will lie tapped by the Grand 
Trunk Pacillc main line. This will 
open up a section that has great agri- 
cultural possibilities. The valley is 
approximately seventy-live miles long 
and varies in width from five to forty 
miles. While often spoken of as level, 
it. is really gently rolling and here and 
there tire found small hills. The soil 
is very rich, consisting of black loam 
in some parts anil white silt In others. 
Tin 1 silt is forty feet deep tit the maxi- 
mum and at least thirty feet deep on 
the average. The timber is a small 
growth of poplar, easily cleared. Large 
meadows, with ;i luxuriant growth of 
grass are common. 

Pea vine grows like n weed and 
vetches nourish. The Indians have 
good success witli potatoes, turnips, 
cabbage and onions. Oats when tried 
have proved a fine crop, and 1 believe 
that some day the Nechaco valley will 
be a rival to Alberta as a wheat- 
growing section. 

The climate is comparatively mild 
owing to tlie fact that it is protected 
en the east and north by mountains 
from cold winds, and is only 1115 miles 
or so from salt water, thus receiving 
beneficial influence of the Japan cur- 
rent. 

Mr. Park thinks the mineral indi- 
cations are good, but very wisely re- 
frains from expressing any definite 
opinion until after more thorough 
tests have been made, and this will 
only be, he says, after the Grand 
Trunk Pacillc has beer: built. Thi:-. 
railway, as most Colonist readers 
know, will extend the full length of the 
Nechaco Valley. The snowfall in this 
part of the country does not exceed 
from twelve to sixteen inches. Of the 
country north of the Nechaco Mr. 
Park says: 

Tlie great interior plateau between 
the Uraser and the Skeena rivers Is 
essentially a lake country, and gives 
rise to three wonderful rivers, tlie 
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The Times has written to the Coun- 
cil urging that press representatives 
should be admitted to all meetings of 
that body, when civic affairs are- be- 
ing discussed. Most heartily do we 
join hands with our contemporary In 
this, which Is quite In accord with 
our well-known attitude in the matter. 



Tho Ottawa government is said to 
propose a substantial bonus to civil 
servants of all classes.

The following letter, which appeared 
in a recent issue of the London Times 
will be read with great interest in 
Canada: 

Sir,— After reading Mr. Lloyd- 
; George's extraordinary speech 1 In 
■ Liverpool — a performance that one as- 
sociates with the Marble Arch but not 
with a cabinet minister — one is al- 
most tempted to look for some excuse, 
and perhaps the most charitable sug- 
gestion would be that the hot atmos- 
phere consequent on the closing of the 
windows to keep out those all-pervad- 
ing feminine appeals was responsible 
for so much "hot air." 

"With the bewildering medley of 
"facts," with the quotations, or rather 
'misquotations, from Mr. Wyndham, I 
have no doubt otiiers will deal; 1 can 
only say that such a speech is a per- 
fect godsend to candidates. But be- 
fore Mr. Lloyd-George starts, In a very 
superior planner, lecturing Mr. Wynd- 
ham on trade questions, he would do 
well himself "to call at tho office, attd 
get a few pamphlets." For instance: 

"Ho (Mr. Wyndham) never told them 
that for five months it was because 
tho St. Lawrence was frozen, and we 

cannot export direct to Canada 

He gave them to this audience of 6,000 
people as if they were the facts of tho 
case. He did not know: these aro 
some figures somebody gave him, but 
he realjy owes an apology to his audi- 
ence. (Cheers)." 

Ho does Mr. Lloyd-George; and by 
sending it up to Liverpool in the same 
envelope ho would save a penny. Why, 
pray, cannot we export direct to Can- 
ada? We can, of course, and do all 
the year round. Has Mr. Lloyd- 
George never heard of St. John, New 
Brunswick, or Halifax, Nova Scotia? 

And yet, was lie not once president 
of the board of trade, and therefore the 
minister responsible for our overseas 
commerce ? 

Nothing; as I found out during a six 
years' residence in Canada, is so fre- 
quently charged by Canadians against 
our ministers as their abysmal 'ignor- 
ance of Canada nnd things Canadian; 
and Mr. Lloyd-George, in his latest 
effort, only gives further substance to 
this charge. 

Canada may probably want, and cer- 
tainly deserves, an apology too.

Gas to Tliwnrt Safe Blowers 

A chemical company has devised a 
grenade or glass receptacle, filled with 
a chemical compound, as a means of 
making it Impossible for safe blowers 
to rob a safe after breaking it open. 
It Is an Inoffensive looking article, 
about two Inches In diameter and five 
Inches long. Inside of the Interior 
tube arc seven smaller ones, each lllled 
with a different chemical. When the 
door of the safe is blown open or the 
safe is jarred heavily, the grenade ex- 
plodes and the air Is lllled with the 
deadly fumes. It is believed that these 
fumes, which, so far as eftect Is con- 
cerned, aro not unlike tho gases from 
the deadly Chinese "stinkpots," are 
powerful enough to make breathing 
Impossible, and to force all persons 
near the safe to retreat or tie almost 
Instantly suffocated. Tho grenades are 
niado with a lasting effect of from six 
to ten hours, depending upon the sl7.e 
nnd nre placed just back of the lock- 
ing mechanism of the safe doors.

To all parts of tho city at current 
rates. We nover close. 
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Not everyone knows that the Queen 
takes grout interest In the welfare of 
the village girls and boys on tho 
Salldringhum estate after they leave 
school, and gives them a training 
.which stands them in excellent stead 
in after life. The buildings In which 
mis work is carried on consist, Mr. 
Wilfrid M. Webb tells in the Country 
Home, of a needlework school, which 
Is situated close to Sandringlium Vic- 
arage, and which is presided over by 
Miss Wolfe, and the cabinet-making 
school, of which Mr. Burnop is the 
manager, which is not far from the 
model dairy and racing stables. The 
present schools have been in existence 
for something over fifteen years. 
Girls up to the number of sixteen 
work in the needlework school from 
nine in the morning until four in the 
afternoon. They enjoy a period of 
training extending over quite a num- 
ber of years, as they may remain 
there until they are twenty-three 
years old, when most of them go into 
service, usually as ladies' maids, in 
which capacity tho knowledge they 
have gained is always useful. Very 
beautiful work is done In the way of 
lace-making, drawn-thread work, and 
embroidery. The boys devote their 
time In tho school to woodwork, on- 
ly six lads are taken at a time, and 
the work they turn out is excellent. 
Many pieces of furniture are made for 
the King and Queen themselves to 
give away as presents. Often the 
King's guests at Sandringlium go to 
see tho school and leave their orders. 
The boys enter the school when they 
are fifteen or sixteen years old, and 
remain for about five years, when 
they have no difficulty In getting good 
appointments. They not only learn 
the use of tools, but gain a thorough 
knowledge of the various kinds of 
wood that they will be called upon to 
use. 

Lady Auckland, who has offered a 
prize of five hundred dollars to any 
American reporter who interviews or 
even identifies her when she lands in 
New York, Is a woman of spirit and 
enterprise. She Is, says the Pali Mall 
Gazette, a great-granddaughter of Sir 
Richard Arkwrlght, the famous in- 
ventor of t'ne spinning frame, and on 
her mother's side she is descended 
from Mrs. Siddons, the actress. It Is 
less than two years since she sought 
to rehabilitate the family fortunes by 
opening a furnishing and decorating 
business, a line of which she had pre- 
viously made a special study. Her 
husband is descended from the Bishop 
of Bath and YVellH of whom it was 
said that he was incapable of signing 
ills name. As a peer he had no Chris- 
tian name and as bishop no surname. 
What he did was to write "Auckland 
Bath et Well." 

A competition of pavement artists 
is a distinctly novel idea, and a big 
muster of tho fraternity ought to he 
forthcoming at Olympia when, says 
the Westminster Gazette, there is to 
be a contest of this kind; and, seeing 
that such distinguished artists in other 
brandies of the plctoral arts as Mr. 
W. F. Nicholson, Mr. Tom Browne, 
and Mr. John llassall have consented 
to act as adjudicators, there should 
be no question as to the best man 
winning. Everyone knows the ancient 
story of the famous It. A. who, ques- 
tioning one day a member of the craft, 
was informed with magnificent toler- 
ation, "Yon can't explain these things, 
guv'nor; It's a gift." It is to be hoped 
that Mr. Nicholson and his fellow- 
judges will be' treated more respect- 
fully. The trade of the pavement ar- 
tist Is not one which Figures in the 
Post Office Directory, hut it is under- 
stood to be a calling, nolle the less, 
which in favorable circumstances 
yields quite profitable returns. Tie 
pavement practitioner at all events Is 
Independent alike of commissions and 
purchasers, ami if one of his efforts 
falls to appeal he has only to rub It 
out and execute another. Some, It is 
true, have in recent years adopted the 
plan of perpetrating their master- 
pieces on movable plaques, which can 
be preserved and utilized again and 
again. But this is not regarded as 
playing tin: game quite fairly. 

The Arnlston branch of tho Dundas 
family possesses a curious Venetian 
goblet, and like the famous "luck" of 
Eden Hall, they believe thai their 
prosperity depends upon Its preserva- 
tion.

BRITISH OPINION 



The Daily Chronicle says:— The now 
year's gift is received with lively grat- 
itude, and the pension is regarded in 
a very different light from that which 
surrounds poor-law relief. What has 
seemed to so many . simple old folk 
"too good to he .true" hits now mar 
terlalized In silver coins across tin; 
counter, and the recipients went homo 
with full hearts and often with tears 
of gratitude In thdlr eyes. We like 
the old lady whose gratitude took the 
form of the wing of a. goose presented 
to the postmaster, upon whom she 
further Impressed the value of the 
quills as pens. That pensioner Is a 
disciple of Lord Rosebery's school, and 
holds that thrift consists In tho avoid- 
ance of waste*. Tho novelty of the 
occasion gave an excuse for many in- 
quiries and Interviews. N°hody sup- 
poses that every old person is a par- 
agon, but everybody must be struck 
by tho number of truly deserving 
cases which yesterday's proceedings 
disclosed. The pensions went to gen- 
uine veterans id' Industry, who have 
lived frugal and busy lives of useful 

toil. 

The Morning Post says;— Liberals 
nre> apparently realizing that, the re- 
sources of the free trade system are 
not so extensive as they have declared 
and that they cannot hope to raise by 
legitimate means the revenue that Is 
required to discharge tho national re- 
quirements in adequate fashion. They 
seem therefore to bo contemplating an 
evasion of the difficulties created by 
their past short-sightedness. There 
are ominous rumors to the effect that 
the required expenditure on the navy 
has been exaggerated. Possibly tin 
section that lias been trying to under- 
mine the two-Power standard lias 
been able to take advantage of the 
financial embarrassments of the Min- 
istry to secure attention to its dan- 
gerous views. Yet at one time It 
seemed that the plain lessons of the 
crisis In the Near East had exercised 
a bracing effect on Liberal sentiments 
regarding national security, and had 
forced the Ministry to realize the ter- 
rible dangers to which slackness and 
false economy would expose the coun- 
try. In any case It Is certain that 
whatever the position of the Liberal 
party the nation will Insist on full 
provision being made for securing the 
undisputed supremacy of Great Brit- 
ain's naval forces. If the Government 
for party purposes choose this time of 
all others to Ignore the pressing needs 
of national defence they will only be 
preparing for themselves a more com- 
plete and overwhelming disaster. 

The Daily Express says: — Though 
In Initiating old-aye pensions the Gov- 
ernment has done u good thing, it has 
done the good thing in the wrong way. 
Little consideration was given to the 
means for raising the money to pay 
the pensioners. it Is indeed curious 
that this ultra -Cobdenlte Government 
with this necessary but cosily social 
reform made tariff reform inevitable. 
Moreover, tho pensions should have 
come as part of a well-considered re- 
vision of the poor-law. In tho poor 
iaw returns just issued wo learn the 
disquieting fact that in London one 
person in every fourteen Is a pauper, 
and in the whole of England, one per- 
son In every twenty, and that there 
Is In the country a permanent class 
constantly dependent on poor law re- 
lief consisting of 783,775 people. These 
figures form an Interesting comment- 
ary on the boast of the free traders 
that .Mr. Cobden had ensured for Great 
Britain great national prosperity. If 
British industries and Britisli workers 
were protected against the competi- 
tion of tin' foreign sweater and tho 
foreign dumper this pauper class 
would be sensibly diminished, and 
there would be fewer old men and 
women to whom a small weekly pen- 
sion was an absolute necessity. 

Tho Daily News, commenting upon 
the working of the Old Age Pensions 
Act, says: — It requires no effort of 
Imagination to understand what the 
boon must mean to the old people who 
presented their cheques yesterday at 
the post office counters. Some, It 
seems, had doubted until the pension 
was paid In ringing silver whether 
news so good could tie true. To oth- 
ers the anticipation had been so over- 
whelming that two cases of sudden 
death occurred as tho old • folks sot 
out to claim their right. Five shill- 
ings has to every ear Its own particu- 
lar meaning. To some It suggests the 
price of a seat In the theatre or the 
cost of a novel which can be rend in 
an evening. To old people in villages 
it means the difference between In- 
dependence and pauperdom, between 
the eking out of a weary life In some 
grudged corner on the crusts of char- 
ity and the position of a welcome 
guest In a prosperous bouse, between 
the little room which may bo a home 
and the dreariness of a workhouse 
ward. Even to those who have sons 
and daughters who would never allow 
them actually to go to the workhouse 
il Is n blessing which can hardly be 
exaggerated.

That the reading public of Victoria 
Is more and more taking advantage of 
the opportunities afforded by the Car- 
negie library Is shown by the report 
which the commissioners, ex-Alderman 
Cameron, Canon Beanlands and E. O. 
Schofiold, have presented to the e(ty 
council. The number of readers dur- 
ing the past year has greatly Increas- 
ed, not only in the lending depart- 
ment but also In the reading rooms. 
The number of books IsHiied from tbo 
lending department has averaged dur- 
ing the past year l!)(i volumes a day, 
compared with 153 per day for tho 
preceding twelve months, while tho 
number of readers both in the men's 
and women's reading rooms has shown 
a substantial increase. The report Is 
as follows: 

The Report. 

Report of the Commissioners of tbo 
Carnegie Library, for tho year ending 
Dec. 81, 1908. 

Gentlemen: — in presenting our re- 
port upon the Carnegie Library,* for 
1908, we an- pleased to be able to 
comment upon the steady improvement 
in that Institution, and upon Its largely 
Increased popularity. Especially Is 
this noticeable In the work of 
the reading rooms, and In the 
greater appreciation which Is now be- 
ginning to be shown, of the reference 
department, Inadequate as this Is to 
the demands of students made upon It. 

The men's reading room It at all 
times of the day full to the extent of 
Its capacity, an average of thirty to 
forty readers generally occupying the 
limited space at their disposal. 

The ladies' room is better patron- 
ized than formerly, and appears to be 
attractive to a more thoughtful class 
of readers. There have been fewer 
complaints of the niching of maga- 
zines, and with some few, but deplor- 
able exceptions, there has been no 
reason for considering the privileges 
of the room abused, it Is now to be 
hoped that it will not be found neces- 
sary to restrict the uso of this room 
to adults, as at one time your com- 
missioners feared must be the case, 

The Issue of boohs from the lending 
department lias grown to a dally uver- 
nge of 10G volumes, as compared with 
153 for the pear 1907, 100 for 190G, and 
no for the first months after the open- 
ing of tho library. 

The Indicators have been found a 
great convenience to applicants for 
fiction, and we would advise the early 
extension of this method by adding 
two additional stands for the purpose 
of registering books other than fiction; 
In this cluss there are now more than 
li.fjOO, double tho number available in 
190G. 

Funds Are Required. 

The reference department is still 
confined to a few shelves in the alcove 
behind the counter, as funds have not 
been forthcoming, so far, to admit of 
the use .jf tile excellent accommodation 
upstairs, but some progress In this di- 
rection has recently been made by 
your council permitting the Provincial 
Natural History Society to occupy one 
of tbo rooms. In return for this privi- 
lege the society has presented Its 
library of some T>00 volumes, and fur- 
niture, Including bookcases, tables and 
chairs, so that the room Is completely 
furnished as an Integral portion of the 
reference department without expense 
to the city. 

We would respectfully urge upon the 
Incoming council the need of supple- 
menting the grant to enable u new as- 
sistant to bo appointed for the super- 
vision of these second-floor rooms, 
when, as outlined in our last year's 
report, tho Children's Library and 
.Magazine Room could be made avail- 
able to the public. 

Some changes In tho Staff have been ' 
effected, .Miss Wake retiring from the 
post of senior assistant in June, and 
Miss Stewart, who had received the 
appointment, of second assistant, tak- 
ing her place. Miss Scott has been 
appointed junior assistant. 

The additional help has tended 
greatly to the elllclcnt working of the 
stall; tiie conscientious and obliging 
manner In which their duties are per- 
formed being a matter of general ap- 
preciation. 

A new catalogue hns been prepared 
and. Issued by Dr. Hands, which has 
proved of much convenience to readers. 

The lavatorlles have been Improved 
at considerable expense and are now 
In Irreproachable condition. 

Care for Readors. 
Your commissioners greatly regret 
that thoy have not found it expedient 
to recommend acceding to the many 
requests which from time to time are 
made for the use of the unoccupied 
rooms, for purposes unconnected with 
the objects of Iho librarv. They trust 
that they will be supported by the pub- 
lic In a policy which they find from 
experience to be In the best interests 
of the library, and that their refusal 
will be regarded as neither ungenerous 
nor unwise. 

They beg In conclusion to ox-tend 
their hearty tnanks to Dr. Hands and 
his assistants, and t, Mi. Walker, the 
janitor, whose fal'hfu! and. willing ser- 
vice they feel desoiv'pg of this slight 
recognition.

SUICIDE'S IDENTITY 
IS STILL A MYSTERY 



No Clue to Name of Man Who

The police have received a 
communication from n Mrs G. H. Hill, 
G5G Yesler Way, Seattle, to the effect 
that she recently had a boarder named 
Ehmann staying at her place who, 
when he left, stated that as ills life 
had been a failure, that he was going 
away and that she would probably 
never see him again. 

When the unknown arrived at the 
Queen's hotel here a week ago last 
Sunday night he registered at "Al- 
bert Ehmann, Westminster," but this 
in not believed to have been his cor- 
rect name as he took such caru to 
erase a name on the pocket book 
found In his possession, as well as a 
name on the Inside of his hat band. 
In the hope, however, that Mrs. Hill's 
Information may lead to tbo discovery 
of the Identity' of the unknown the 
Seattle authorities will again be com- 
municated with. 

The police are in receipt of several 
enquiries from other cities asking for 
information of the unknown and men- 
tioning the names of people who have 
been reported missing. In none of 
these cases, however, does the descrip- 
tion of the person sought for corres- 
pond with that of tho suicide here.

LEGAL INTELLIGENCE 



A very lively interest is being taken 
in the movement for the development 
of the Island by the people through- 
out the country. Largely attended 
and very enthusiastic meetings wore 
held at Sooke, near Milne's Landing, 
and Colwood, on Monday evening. 
Both meetings were called for the 
purpose of banding together the resi- 
dents with the sole object of promot- 
ing the best Interests and general wel- 
fare m' these most Important sections 
id' the island. It has long heen an es- 
tablished fact that these districts pos- 
sess advantages In the way of soil, 
timber, and minerals which eventually 
must prove of the greatest attraction 
to the settlers and capitalist, and it 
is the determination on the part of 
those now residents there to bring 
these things Into more prominent 
notice. 

Perhaps the most Important matter 
brought up at these meetings was a 
resolution In favor of the proposed 
Victoria and Berkley Sound Railway, 
Some of those Interested In this pro- 
ject in Victoria, were in ' attendance 
and wltli the help of Mr. John Jardlne, 
M.P.P., were abb' to give to the meet- 
ings a general outline of the scheme 
and to answer necessary and pertin- 
ent questions. The following is tho 
resolution as passed at the meetings 
of the residents of Sooke and Otter dis- 
tricts, and also at Colwood. 

"Whereas it has been brought to the 
attention of the residents of these dis- 
tricts that a line of Railway from 
Victoria to Barclay Sound running 
through part of these districts Is pro- 
jected and that the promoters thereof 
Intend to apply to the Parliament of 
Canada and to the Legislative Assem- 
bly of the Province of British Colum- 
bia at the next sessions thereof re- 
spectively, for the Incorporation of a 
company to be called the "Victoria 
and Barkley Sound Railway Company," 
with all the necessary powers to con- 
struct, equip, maintain and operate 
such Railway. 

"And whereas the development id' 
the portion of these districts through, 
which said Railway wdll run and serve 
has been very seriously retarded, In- 
asmuch as the said districts besides 
being rich in timber and minerals, 
consists largely of lands suitable for 
farming and particularly for fruit 
growing, which industries however, 
have be, Mi much hampered by the lack 
of suitable means of transportation, 
and neither the productions of the 
farm, the forest, nor the mine have

ASKS CONFERENCE 
WITH THE COUNCIL 



Tourist Association Executive 
Considers Result of the 
Referendum 



A meeting of the Tourist Associa- 
tion was held yesterday afternoon at 
the rooms on Fort street. Present, 
Mayor Hall, in the chair, and Messrs. 
Simon Lelser, president of the board 
of trade; H. G. Wilson, C. Peudray, 
F. W. Vincent, Herbert Kent, Alex. 
Peden, Ben. Williams, Wm. 13. Shake- 
speare. C. H. Lugrin, G. A. Coldwcll 
and John Nelson. 

Mr. Nelson, the hon. secretary, sub- 
mitted tbo following report: 

"To the Mayor and Members of the 
Executive: 

"As you are aware the rooms of the 
association have been continued since 
the first of January as the result of 
a conferonco which we had with the 
city council early In December, when 
we notified them that we would not be 
able to continue operations with the 
money at our disposal, after the end 
of December, and when we were asked 
by the council to continue the or- 
ganization during January till their 
successors had taken office, the coun- 
cil at the same time agreeing to finance 
the association until that time. 

Referendum Adverse. 

"The result of the referendum sub- 
mitted to the citizens tit the time of 
the mayoralty and aldcrmanic elec- 
tions having been adverse to the 
granting of a sum of money to this 
association, I have taken the first op- 
portunity of calling you together so 
that Its business may he properly 
wound up. There is still a consider- 
able amount of money owing the as- 
sociation on account of sub- leases, and 
some small accounts are still outstand- 
ing for advertising In the Winter time 
in two or three of the old country 
papers. Matters are in such shape, 
however, that without the report of 
the treasurer, we feel sure that we will 
be able to close up our business with- 
out any Indebtedness to bo taken care 
of by the council even though we have 
over-run the time of which we gave 
notice when wo felt that we could as- 
sure tin- council that we could close 
the business with a clean sheet. 

"Tile board being unanimous In the 
opinion that tho work of publicity of 
this city Is of such great importance, 
particularly this year as to make its 
continuance almost imperative, it will 
remain with you to say what form this 
work should assume in the future, 
having particular mfcrence to the fact 
that a movement involving the whole 
island Is under way, and that the 
Alaska-Yukon Exposition opens next 
spring and will continue all year. You 
will have noticed that tbo city of Van- 
couver is alive to the situation and is 
carrying on and is planning a still 
greater propaganda to draw through 
that city as much of the trade as pos- 
sible that will gravitate to Seattle 
during the season of 1901). It is esti- 
mated that there will be an atten- 
dance at conventions alone of eighty- 
five thousand delegates quite exclusive 
of the enormous traffic that will bo 
attracted by the fair Itself. The fact 
that a'large portion of this trade may 
travel one way over the C.P.R. rails 
docs not of course assure Victoria of 
very much of the trade, as it is off 
the direct route, and speck- 1 efforts 
must be made to divert the traffic un- 
der question through this city. The 
referendum vote having been adverse, 
it remains to be seen whether the city 
council and private subscribers are 
prepared to take the action necessary 
if Victoria Is to obtain even a small 
share of the lucrative traffic in 
question. 

"With this meeting I wish to be 
relieved of the duties id' honorary sec- 
retary, and to thank tho members of 
tho board for tho loyalty and enthusi- 
asm which they have brought to the 
work of this organization. Their ef- 
forts, 1 feel sure, are appreciated by- 
all who have means of knowing how 
zealously they have worked for what 
they conceive to he a movement of 
paramount importance to the city." 
To Meet City Council. 

After some Informal discussion In 
reference to ways and means, It was 
resolved, on motion of Mr. Lugrin, 
seconded by Mr. Lelser, to adopt a 
campaign of publicity, and to meet the 
members of the city council at the 
earliest opportunity, with a view of 
obtaining a grant of $7.0011 to assist in 
defraying the expenditure of the as- 
sociation during the current year. 

Mr. Nelson suggested that the 
amount which should be requested 
from the city council, should be 
$10,000, but the majority of tin- gentle- 
men present favored the smaller sum. 
Mr. Nelson wished it to be distinctly 
understood that he could no longer 
consent to fill the position of honorary 
secretary.

The Poetess of India 

India has a poetess, Mrs. Sarojlnl 
Xaldu, known to literary people In 
London, through her little book, "Tho 
Golden Threshold." Apart from her 
pen work, Mrs. Xaldu, like her friend, 
Miss Sorabji, is an .active pioneer In 
the native movement now going on In 
Indian In the direction of the educa- 
tion and emancipation of Indian wo- 
men, and this very practical occupa- 
tion draws her Off, to some extent, no 
doubt from pure literary effort. All 
India is today In a state of ferment, 
and although zenanas have so far been 
little stirred, no one can tell when the 
ye: st now working In India will pene- 
trate behind the curtain and Indian 
women will demand a larger share in 
the national life of their great and an- 
cient country. Miss Sorabji, who is 
the only lady lawyer In India, has been 
engaged by the Court of Wards in 
Calcutta, and consequently has en- 
ormous Influence among purdah la- 
dles of high rank in till parts of Don- 
gal. In Hyderabad, Mrs. Naidu is a 
little queen, for H. H. the Nizam writes 
poetry and the prime minister is a 
maker of sonnets. Indian ladles are in 
Hyderabad strictly secluded. So Mrs. 
Xaldu, who has been to Glrton and 
travelled In Europo, enters tho zen- 
anas like a being from another planet. 

Suffragetto Appeals to Strength 
The trials of physical strength be- 
tween women and men, Which have 
heen a frequent feature of the suffra- 
gette campaign, afford a limited but 
vivid illustration of one natural result 
of that equal treatment of tho .sexes 
which the suffragists demand. The 
deference which woman at prcsont re- 
ceives in our society is based on tho 
recognition by both sexes of tho ulti- 
mate fact that men arc stronger than 
women. Tho prospect of tho renewal 
of a social state in which the. demon- 
stration of tills truth might be ex- 
pected to bo a dally occurrence is ono 
which every civilized man -must view 
with tho deepest pain und disgust. —

Stage Ideas and Morality. 

Mr. A. B. Walkley, the dramatic critic 
of the Times has been saying some 
very interesting things about the thea- 
tre In the course of lectures at Trinity 
College. Dublin. 

As to how far and in what way the 
drama was concerned with ideas, he 
said that when he thought of the ex- 
travagant claims made for the drama 
nowadays find the Ida?..- of glory In 
which the modern dramatist lived and 
the noisy fuss made over everything | 
connected with the theatre he consld- | 
ored that it was not superllous to try 
ti. put things in their right place and 
look at them in their true' proportions. 
Hi- dlil not wish to belittle the drama- 
tist, hut he did wish to point out that 
ho could not compete with the pure 
thinker on his own grounds. 

As to the question of morality, all 
were agreed that the theatre must be 
moral. The performance of a play was 
a public act and had its moral bearings 
like every other public act, and so in 
every civilized country they would find 
the State In one form or another exer- 
cising surveillance over the morals of 
the theatre. In our form it had a pe- 
culiar antiquity often ineffective- and 
sometimes ridiculous. As to the Influ- 
ence id" the stag- upon stage players, 
its tendency was slightly to warp" the 
temperament with consequences Which 
bore more hardly upon men than upon 
women. 

He said that there was a new thea- 
tre and a new crowd. There were, at 
least, two crowds, the old and the new. 
The latter was no longer a great bahy, 
[but an intelligent adult, and on this 
j crowd depended tin- future welfare of 
| the stage. It was a crowd which wll- 
'llngly sacrificed all the ingenuities of 
mechanism for a touch of modernism. 
Tills new crowd ardently hoped for a 
new drama that should reflert every 
whim, every phantasy of the mind, and 
register the faintest pulsation of its 
heart. Well, time- would show. — Public 
Opinion.

are few signs of the lavish expendltur 
of which we read so much In England 
and in the United States. it is to bo 
feared that this is rather because 
fewer individuals have vast means at 
their disposal than because they have 
not the inclination to spend extrava- 
gantly. There ure many, indeed, whose 
incomes are small and who have to 
watch can-fully their expenditure in 
order that they may live In comfort. 
Yet among most, even of these, then- 
Is much waste. Any one who has 
watched school children at lunch must 
have noticed how almost universal is 
the disposition among the younger 
children to throw good food away. If 
the little one is nut hungry, or ft the 
lunch prepared Is distasteful, it is 
hard for even the most diligent teach- 
er to prevent its being wasted. In the 
school itself expenses are incurred 
which even in u past generation would 
have seemed excessive. The slate has 
been banished and paper substituted 
at a much greater cost. School books, 
works of art In many respects, are 
badly bound and too often carelessly 
used. In the homes newspapers and 
magazines which a quarter of a cen- 
tury agu would have been carefully 
preserved, are destroyed as soon an 
read, Indeed, often before they have 
been properly read. 

The art of mending is seldom piac- 
ticed and clothing-, even when It is ex- 
pensive, is, owing to frequent changes 
in fashion, thrown aside before it is 
worn out. 

It is said that many other nations 
excel in the art of supplying our tables 
with nourishing tood at small cost, 
hut tin- attention which is nou being 
paid in domestic science schools to the 
choice and preparation of foods should 
remedy that shortcoming if it exists. 

lint perhaps enough has ben said to 
show that we ar,.- not a thrifty people. 
We do not. as a rule, take care of the 
small things and we are too apt to 
waste. If Lord Koscbery is right and 
if thrift is necessary in order that a 
nation shall become great, Canadian 
women have reason to take thought. 
Xo nation will be careful of its re- 
sources ami wise in Its expenditures j 
unless in Hie homes of the people 
rich ami poor, a wise economy is prac- 
ticed.

"How much longer must the rela- 
tive population, wealth and power of 
the United States and Canada increase 
before It dawns upon us that the 
American language is the logically dec- 
lining, the solely appropriate, the his- 
torically Inevitable designation? — and 
that to call the giant language by a 
noinenclatural Inadequacy is like 
cloaking the shoulders of a Hercules 
with the garments of a dwarf?" 

There have been In the past, writers 
in tin- United States, who have enrich- 
ed England literature. It was their 
can- as well as their pride to clothe 
their thoughts m words chosen from 
the language used by Shakspeare, 
Milton ami the host of others, poets, 
philosophers ami historians. whose 
works have made the world wiser and 
better. 

To Emerson, Irving, Poc. Hawthorne, 
Lowell or Longfellow, no greater com- 
pliment could in. paid than that they 
wen- iii their degree, masters of the 
English language. In our own day 
even a well-read man lias to reflect 
before In- can find an author whose 
name would have a chance of being 
.'id-led to the roll of those who have 
made English literature what It is. 

The League has presumed to couple 
Canada with the United States, in Oils 
proposal to substitute the name of 
the American for the English language. 
We Canadians have many sins to 
answer for in the matter of speech, 
hut we have not learned to called evil 
good and good evil. If our writing 
seldom rises beyond the level of com- 
monplace and if our conversation con- 
tains many solecisms at least we know 
where to look for beauty and ele- 
gance and we do not pride ourselves 
mi our errors. 

In such a matter humility well be- 
comes us. There is not wanting in 
Canada themes for the pen of u great 
writer and perhaps all has been done 
that can reasonally be expected of 
so new a country. Hut If we are 
some day to have great authors we 
must honor the language we speak and 
strive to learn something of Its force 
and beauty.

W'at you 
link. Doc?" 

Indian Music 

Arthur Farwell. first president of 
the American Music society. in a 
pap.-r In the Review of Reviews, says: 

"It was in the fall of 1898 that I 
picked up a copy of Miss .-Mice «'. 
Fletcher's Indian Story and Song from 
North America.' This book contains 
a number of harmonized native Indian 
melodies, mostly Omaha, together with 
tin- impressive and delightful myths 
ami legends pertaining to them. At 
llrst these melodbs seemed incoherent 
and formless. At this time it had not 
occurred to me to make any such 
anal;, sis as is hinted at above, of* na- 
tional or of modern conditions, out 
being called upon to prepare a course 
of university lectures on the history 
of music, these matters came up even- 
tually for consideration, Coupling 
Professor Parry's remark with the 
musical state of modern Europe, I saw 
that hen- was an opportunity to start 
out afresh, unhampered by tradition 
ami over-relinement, and do something 
wnlch should be musically an expres- 
sion of the United Slates of America. 

"Going hack to the book of Indian 
melodies, wholly without any theory 
as to their relation to American music, 
but simply in the hope of receiving a 
fresh and strong rhythmic stimulus, 
I found that wlu-n I divested the me- 
lodies of tin- harmony that accom- 
panied them, which seemed to me loo 
conventional, and sang' them to my- 
self in the light of their mythical 
meaning, they took on a wholly new 
character. Ear from being meaning- 
less, tin y appeared t" no- now as 
unusually expressive and forceful me- 
lodies or motives, Impelllngly sugges- 
tive id' development into larger forms. 




"I first experimented with the har- 
monization of those simple' melodies 
and found that whe.\ freely harmon- 
ized In the spirit of "tlivlr accompany- 
ing legends or myths they became 
doubly expressive; the harmony, while 
necessitating an ethonolgical sacrifice, 
making at the same time for a com- 
pensating artistic gain. Hero was a 
great find, a now, forceful, varied, 
highly poetic musical idiom, capable 
of Infinite development, and belonging 
exclusively to America. America's 
proprietorship, however, did not at the 
moment excite mn so much as my 
own, lor I was burn and reared In the 
West, and of all 1 had earlier seen 
with the ignorance and wondering eyes 
of a boy. — Sitting Bull himself, with 
his warriors, In captivity; Indian vil- 
lages with their picturesque tepees; sun 
dances and the Impassioned addresses 
of the priest to the sun Rod— of these 
and much more the meaning now eamo 
back to me with redoubled force. 
These things were my own, part of my 
own life, and here was the means at 
hand of intimately voicing the rich 
world of romance In my own art of 
tone! 

"Nothing would have surprised me 
more at this time than to dream, even, 
that a critical tnd theoretical struggle 
would arise over what seemed to me 
a very simple, natural, beautiful, anil 
incontrovertible phenomenon, the as- 
similation of "American" folksongs. 
To learn whether others would feel the 
thrill which I had felt in these melo- 
dies, in the winter of 1900 I Invited 
an Ithaca audience (I was then sta- 
tioned at Cornel university) up to the 
lecture hall to hear them. Having 
thus tried them, ami being satisfied 
with the Ithacans' response, which was 
sincere and spontaneous, and having 
tried them with equal success upon so 
cosmopolitan an audience as Mme. 
Mndjeska, who was playing In tin? 
town. I felt that there was reason to 
pursue this developm-en t. Let it "oe 
understood chat neither then nor since 
have I evej held Indian songs to be 
the basis of American music, but 
merely one element. Moreover, only a 
fraction of my work In composition, 
considerably less than half, lias been 
based upon Indian and other Ameri- 
can folk songs."

HEALTH HINTS 



One of the latest things for the ner- 
vous woman who is trying to reduce 
her fractious nerves Is tin- bran bath 
just before retiring at night. This not 
only has a soothing effect hut Incident- 
ally softens and ivliitens the skin. To 
make the bath Duy ordinary bran at a 
feed store and keep it in a tin box 
away from mice Make a bag of cheese- 
cluth, from twelv« to eighteen Indies 
square, and stuff It with bran until 
about as full as a pine pillow. This 
hag is lint in a bathtub half filled with 
warm water and squeezed until the 
water is brown and hub dy. It Is not 
well to remain in the water longer 
than five or six minutes and if possible 
the bather should rest ten minutes and 
then be massaged. If there is no one 
i.o do the massaging one can rub- the 
body thoroughly with a rough towel or 
knead it with the hands. 

A gargle that has quickly banished 
many a "iad sore throat is made by dis- 
solving a teaspoonful of powdered borax 
in a tumbler of water. This can be 
used cither hot or cold, but should not 
be swallowed. As borax is kept In 
most, households, this remedy Is at 
hand when It may take time to get 
others from the druggist or doctor. If 
the borax gargle Is not liked strong salt 
water Is an excellent substitute. It can 
be used many times a day. The good 
results are Increased by snuffing the 
salt water up through the nostrils and 
back through the throat. A teaspoonful 
of salt to a glass of water Is strong 
enough, especially If the nose and the 
throat are sensitive. This salt-water 
gargle is used several times a day by 
one trained nurse who has had many 
diphtheria patients without succumbing 
to the disease. 

Not only are the feet kept comfortable 
but the well being of the entire bodv 
depends much upon the care bestowed 
upon the foot. The feet should be 
washed dally in tepid water and soap 
finishing with a dnsh of cold water to 
quicken circulation and to prevent them 
becoming too sensitive. It' the feet are 
dry, rub in n little good cream until 
absorbed. Cor foot which suffer from 
excessive perspiration, a little carbolic 
acid— twenty or thirty drops In a basin 
of water — Is efficacious. The stockings 
should be changed daily and the street 
shoes exchanged for slippers when rest- 
ing in your room. 

Barley Soup. . 

Take one quart of good white stock 
two ounces of pearl barley, tlio yolks 
of four eggs, one ounce of butter, and 
half a pint of cream. Put the stock 
Into a clean saucepan on the lire, and 
when it bolls sprinkle the pearl barley 
into It, and lot It boll gently for about

Into Dangerous Position 
Close to Dallas Road 



SAILS WERE BLOWN AWAY 



Was Extricated By Tug Tyee 
After Lying for Many Hours 
in Bad Position 



MARINE INTELLIGENCE 



Tlio schooner Melrose, of San Fran- 
cisco, a lour masted lumber vessel, 
Capt. McCarron, drove into a danger- 
ous position between the llrotehie 
Ledgo beacon and the Dallas road 
foreshore early yesterday morning. 
Previously she had her foresail blown 
away and spanker boom broken, aa 
well as other canvas ribboned, during 
a south-west squall. After lying for 
some hours straining at two anchors 
in a strong southwest breeze and 
Choppy sea, with a salvage tug stand- 
ing by in case distress signals should 
be shown or assistance sought, she 
was' picked up by the tug Tyco and 
taken to Port Townsend. The Melrose 
came from Guaymas after a fast pas- 
sage of 23 days In ballast for Port 
'Townsenu for orders, and had a fins 
and fast run to Cape Flattery, where 
she ran into a strong south south-west 
blow on Sunday. The weather slmt 
down thick and on Monday the spanker 
boom broke and the main gaff went. 
The mainsail was split. Capt. McCar- 
ron sailed into the Strait and on Mon- 
dany night tried to make Port Angeles. 
Toward early morning the wind came 
in strong, blowing in heavy squalls 
from the south south-west and the 
Melrose was forced around every time 
he tried to work her around the sand 
spit into Port Angeles. Then the fore- 
sail went. It split with a loud noise 
and blew into ribbons, and some other 
canvas, reefed though it was, was 
torn. It is estimated that about $700 
worth of canvas was lost. After exert- 
ing every effort to make Port Angeles, 
Capt. McCarron let lils vessel drive 
before the wind at the rate of about 
eight knots an hour and when inside 
Brotchle Ledge headed toward where 
the lights showed on Dallas road, lie 
let go his anchor. Not until the Mel- 
rose was within a couple of hundred 
yards of the breakwater did she bring 
up and rode there, straining at her 
anchor until daylight disclosed the 
shore but a short distance away. 
Tugs Offer Tow. ' 
The steamer Otter went to the Mel- 
rose at seven o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing and offered assistance. This was 
refused and the Otter proceeded. Capt. 
McCarron and his second mate cunie 
ashore from the vessel and went into 
the city to arrange for a tug. The 
tug Tyee, of the Puget Sound Tugboat 
Company, was on the way from Port 
Angeles with the British ship Rowena, 
Which came to Esquimalt yesterday to 
cut ports, and it was arranged that the 
Tyee should tow the Melrose to Port 
Townsend. 

Meanwhile the tug 'William Joliffc 
moored at the Outer Wharf, standing 
by in case her services should be re- 
quired. Capt. McCarron took the 
chance and waited. The Melrose 
strained at her anchors with a strong 
south-west wind and sea making up 
to the early afternoon. It was after 1 
p.m. before the captain of the William 
Joliffe could get into communication 
with him and ascertain whether he 
required assistance. No, he was will- 
ing to wait until the Tyee dropped the 
Rowena, and he waited. About 3 
p.m. the Tyee went out and took hold 
of the schooner, taking her to a safe 
anchorage In Royal Roads, whence 
she will proceed to Port Townsend. 

The Melrose, which Is a four masted 
schooner built at Hiqulam, In 1902, 
for the Coast Shipping Company, of 
San Francisco, of 175.4 feet length. 
87.9 feet beam and 13. 'J feet deep, is 
returning from her second voyage to 
Guaymas With lumber. Prior to go- 
ing to Mexico the .schooner made a 
voyage with lumber and general cargo 
to Petropavlovsky, leaving San Fran- 
cisco in March, and was the first ves- 
sel, sail or steam, to go Into the Kam- 
chatkan harbor last year. There was 
d largo force of men breaking the ice 
when she sailed In, and landed her 
cargo In time to aveijt a Hour famine, 
there being only thirteen sacks left in 
the town .when the schooner arrived. 



CAR-FERRIES FOR 

' NEW RAILWAY SYSTEM 



Two Vessels to Carry Ten Cars to Bo

The steamer Princess Ena, of tho 
C.P.R., is loading fertilizer for the 
Pacific Whaling company for San 
Pedro. She was at the outer wharf 
yesterday and proceeds from hero to 
Secliart and Kyuquot to load. Sho 
will proceed to the California!! port 
direct from Kyuquot. The steamer 
A'adso, which took the first cargo of 
fertilizer to San Pedro Is at San 
Francisco loading asphalt. It Is pro- 
bable that the Princess Ena will make 
two other trips south for the Whaling 
company. 



Tho B. C. Marino Railway company 
has not tendered for tho construction 
of the fishery protection cruiser to 
bo built at a cost of about- $250,000 
for service in British Columbia wa- 
ters. TJio tenders were received at 
Ottawa until Jan. 15, and It Is reported 
that there was none from the well 
known Victoria shipbuilding firm 
among thosu submitted. The plans 
and specifications for the new steamer 
were prepared nearly three years ago 
by R. L. Newman, of this city, and 
tenders were called a year ago for the 
work. Tim. appropriation of $250,000 
was made by the government over 
eighteen months ago. When tho pre- 
vious tenders were called, following 
an agitation to that erfect, It was an- 
nounced from Ottiuva that the tend- 
ers would be confined to Canadian 
shipbuilders. Nono of the bids then 
mado were accepted, however, and 
somo discussion arose as to whether 
two small vessels would bo built in- 
stead of a large vessel, such as is now 
contemplated. Commander Spain fa- 
vored the large vessel, and other olll- 
olals favored tho two vessels. It was 
finally decided that tho larger vessel 
would be built and tenders were again 
Invited. It has been learned that the 
specifications and plans were submit- 
ted to many British shipyards and bids 
invited for the work. The British 
yards arc in a position to bulTd tho 
vessel at a much lower price than could 
be submitted by tho Victoria shipyard 
or any Canadian shipbuilders, who not 
only have to pay higher wages to their 
employees than those In tho United 
Kingdom but also have to pay duty on 
much of tho material.

The coming of the Osaka Shosen 
kalsha Into the trans-Pacific trade 
this summer in connection with the 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul rail- 
road is attracting much interest. The 
latest advices from Osaka are to tho 
effect that the Japanese lino, in com- 
mon with other Interests 'ticross tho 
Pacific is being handicapped by tho 
economic situation, and It is uncer- 
tain whether tho steamers required for 
the service will bo completed In time. 
But one is about ready, and another 
Is in frame. Tho Tacoma Ledger says 
the two first steamers will bef'known 
as the Chicago Maru and Tacoma 
Maru, and that the others will bo chris- 
tened Panama Maru, Suez Maru, Can- 
ada Maru and Mexico Maru. As far 
as can be learned the names to bo 
given the steamers had not boon de- 
termined upon when tho last advices 
were received from the Orient. 

A good deal will depend upon tho 
decision reached by the Japanese Diet 
at Its present session when tho ques- 
tion, of shipping subsidies will bo con- 
sidered as to what arrangements will 
be made by the Osaka Shosen Kalsha. 
The arrangement made with the Chi- 
cago Milwaukee and St. Paul railroad 
provides for a fortnightly service. Tho 
question of subsidies is one being 
largely discussed not only in Japan, 
but elsewhere. In tho six financial 
years 189G-7 to 1902-3, says London 
Fairplay, tho Japanese government 
voted altogether 38,513,929 yen for sub- 
sudlzlng the national shiplng and ship- 
builders trades; for the year 1902-3 
alone S,. n .77,GSS yen was expended for 
that purpose, tho total amount increas- 
ing gradually each year according as 
tlie tonnage of the Japanese merchant 
navy Increased. The lion's share of tho 
money voted In this way has natural- 
ly fallen to the great companies run- 
ning regular steamship lines — the Nip- 
pon Yusen Kalsha, for instance, on- 
cashed 5,171,983 yen under this head 
in tlie . last mentioned year, and the 
same company is now enjoying sub- 
sidies amounting to 3,380,000 yen. It 
Is not to bo wondered at, therefore, 
that the company named was able, in 
spite of the slack condition of com- 
mercial affairs generally In 1907-8, to 
pay a dividend of 12 per cent for tho 
year ending September 30, 1908 — tho 
subsidy, it may be mentioned, amounts 
to nearly tile fourth part of the com- 
pany's paid-up capital. Since the In- 
itiative of her subvention policy, Ja- 
pan has made great strides towards 
tho building up of an extensive mer- 
cantile marine and an active ship- 
building Industry. Whereas, for In- 
stance, In 1805, tho Japanese merchant 
navy consisted of only 529 vessels 
(steam and sail) of 3SG.1G3 tons gross, 
the number and tonnage had increased 
by the end of 1907 to GS07 vessels and 
1,481,439 tons, and took the sixth rank 
among maritime nations, after Great 
Britain, Germany, the United States, 
Norway and Franco, and, In fact, at 
only a short distance behind the two 
last named. The .material, too r con 
slsts in great pare of handy modern 
cargo steamers, and the mail and pas 
songer boats of a first-class type. At 
tho end of 1907, among the 2139 steam- 
ers owned in Japan, 10J5 were of small 
build (from 20 to 500 tons') employed 
in the Fast Asiatic coasting trade, 140 
were- of 500 to 1000 tons, 131 of 1000 
to 2000 tons, 181 of 2000 tons to 5000, 
and 27 of more than 5000 tons; out of 
this number, 393 were less than five 
years old; 312 botwecu five and ten 
years; CS5 between ten and thirty 
years, and 49 more than thirty years 
old, and 103S of them developed a 
speed of 10 knots, 459 a speed of 11 to 
15 knots, and 21 a speed of more than 
15 knots — only one, liowovor, exceeded 
18 knots. Particulars of the boats not 
here enumerated are not available.

During last summer and fall the 
Ella cruised along the Siberian coast, 
calling at Amur, Niolaefski, Vladivo- 
stok and other ports in tho north and 
at Saghalien. Returning to Kobo she 
loaded u cargo of ties for tho Mexican 
Central railroad. This merchandise 
was discharged at Manzanillo. Capt. 
Bruhn reports that tho Mexican Cen- 
tral was opened from Manzanillo to 
tho city of Mexico about three weeks 
ago, affording fine service. Tho Mexi- 
can government has expended much 
money , in making a fine harbor at 
Manzanillo. The breakwater and jetty 
aro about finished. The Ella dis- 
charged at a berth alongside tho jetty, 
to which the railroad runs and where 
cargo is quickly transferred from stea- 
mer to cars. Capt. Bruhn says that 
tho facilities will bo splendid for hand- 
ling freight. 

Not only do Jobsen & Ostrandor, 
general agents for tho lino, expect to 
tako caro of a heavy freight traffic, 
but it is believed that the passenger 
accommodations on the Ella and Erna 
will attract considerable passenger 
travel. Each steamer can take seventy 
first class, thirty second class and 200 
steerage. 

According t'o the published schedule, 
the Ella and Erna will call at various 
ports on Puget sound and on tho Brit- 
ish Columbia side. Southbound, they 
will spend a day at San Francisco, 
thence proceeding direct to Manzanillo 
and later to Salina Cruz and Corlnto. 
They will also call regularly south- 
bound, at San Jose do Guatemala and 
Acajutla. When inducements offer 
and time permits, they will also make 
San Benito, Ocos, Champerico and La 
Llbertad. 

Northbound steamers call regularly 
at Amapaln, La Union, La Llbertad, 
Acajutla and San Jose do Guatemala, 
and when conditions permit also at 
Champerico, Ocos and San Benito. 
From Salina Cruz they proceed to San 
Bias, San Diego, San Francisco, Vic- 
toria and Seattle. Through hills of 
lading are furnished to interior Mexi- 
can ports, via Manzanillo in connec- 
tion with the Mexican Central, and 
also to Europe and West Indies via 
Tehuantepcc.

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COLD SNAP DAMAGES 

THE POTATO CROP 



ubers Hold at High Price Es- 
tablished a Week 
Ago 



While the still further advance In the 
prices of potatoes, predicted iy dealers 
hist week has not taken place, tho price 
of the. tubers hold at the high level es- 
tablished then when values Just doubled 
owing to tho recent cold snap. Present 
prices are quoted at $1.50 per sack re- 
tail, and $30 per ton wholesale for Ash 
croft and $25 per ton wholesale for lo- 
cal potatoes. Advices received from the 
country points to tho certainty of grea 
damage to the potato crop owing to the 
recent cold. Many of the pita have not 
yet been opened by the farmers who are 
afraid of still more cold but those which 
have been opened show that a great per 
centago of the potatoes have been 
spoiled. Last week when the advance 
took place It was freely predicted that 
the price would be put up another notch 
and it is now believed that sucli will be 
the case though the advance Is not 
looked for until present supplies are re- 
duced. 

Eggs also hold at the recent advance 
of 10 cents per dozen for the fresh 
Island variety and B cents per dozen for 
the eastern product. The cold snap was 
also responsible for the advance in this 
line of produce but with the milder 
weather it is expected that tho hens will 
lay more freely and prices will come 
down to the former level of BO cents 
a dozen for the Island product and 35 
cents for the Imported eggs. 

In other lines of produce there have 
been few if any changes. The vegeta- 
ble list has been augmented by a ship- 
ment of vegetables from California. New 
cabbage at 5 cents a pound; cauliflower 
at 20 cents a head; Brussel sprounts at 
15 cents .a pound; celery at 10 and 15 
cents a head; Hubbard squash, 5 cents a 
pound; parsley and mint at 10 cents a 
bunch and cucumbers at 25 cents each 
have been received from the south, all 
of good quality and meeting with ready 
sale. Local vegetables are conspicuous 
by their absence, there being but a lit- 
tle hot house lettuce and rhubard at 5 
cents a head and 20 cents a pound re- 
spectively. 

In the fruit lino fow additions haves 
been made to the list. There ure a fow 
Hawaiian pineapples of good quality of- 
fering at 35- to 50 cents each and 
oranges are plentiful at 15 to' 50 cents 
a dozen. Bananas are also In fair sup- 
ply and of good quality at 35 cents 
per dozen. 

Hams are still low in price, retailing 
ns low as 15 to 17 cents per pound and 
ranging from 15 to , 22 cents, while ba- 
con is unchanged at 25 cents for the 
local and 30 cents for Imported.
